- London, Jan: 13, 
A comprehensive account of the 
BECeUS great influenza epidemic has been 
IT issued in a report by the Local Gor- 
eroment Board. ‘The writer, tra- 
LASTS cing the origin, points out that the 
Tre 
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epidemic of influenza prevalent m 
China and Japan in March, 1915, 
was not reported in Spain ' until 
May, 1915. He opines that the dis- 
ease originated in China, coming 
to America and thence to Europe: 
or, “alternatively, foriginated 
America proceeding —thence-Eas 
and West. In Britain the Grand 
Fleet and the Army were first to 
sauder. Glasgow was the géat of 
the first civilian outbreak in May. 
In the Autumn epidemic, the princi- 
pal ports, Portsmouth, Southamp- 
ten and Liverpool, first affected, 
suffered lightly but the Iand towns, 
suffering later, had more severe 
results. Systematic enquiry at 
Manchester shows that during the 
summer wave the ages most affect- I 
ed were 15 to 45 and in winter from 
2to 1s in males and 1 to 45 in 
feroales. The. report adds that it 
does net appear that one attack was 
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invarjably powerful in protecting 
against others, The results were eon- 
tradictory but cay be reconciled by 
the hypothesis that’ there were 
several strains of the influenza 
virus ‘conferring protection against 
others. but each ware having a 
peculiar deminan: strain, producing 
a certain ware of individuality.

Mr. Churchill and Mr. Walter Long 
have been hastily summoned to 
Paris to-day. The’ Allies are now 
realising the “Red” peril t6 civilisa- 
tion is far greater than ever before 
and at all costs it must not be allow. 
ed to spread beyond Russia. The 
situation broadly summed up is that 
the Caucasus is now in peril. The 
Bolsheviks have reached the vicin- 
ity of the Persian border. The Turks 
are joining hands with certain. Bol- 
shevik forces while tribes in the 
area of British occupation ir 
Mesopotamia’ are being stirred up 
by Ramadan. Shalash. General 
MacMunn, G. 0. Cin Mesopotamia, 
has sent an ultimatum to Shalashb 
and attacked and dispersed the 
latter’s marauding parties. 


Meanwhile owing to.Koltchak’s 
complete collapse the only serious 
military force in the Far East is 
the Japanese division which is 
totally inadequate to stem a big 
thrust.

The Japan- 
ese Minister in Peking ,has 
notified the Chinese Foreign 
Ministry that Japan has become 
the successor to former German 
rights ‘in Shantung, but not a 
word is said about the return of 
the territory... Now, we all know 
that Japan, when she first came 
into possession of Tringtau, open- 
ly declared that she held the 
territory with a view to its even- 
tual restoration ito China, and 
since that time many of her 
responsible statesmen have stated 
that she intends to abide by that 
undertaking. Then why this 
silence now, at the very moment 
which would be opportune to 
bring the issue into the sphere’ of 
practical politics?

The January Criminal Sessions 
were opened at the Supreme 
Court this morning, There were 
six cases on the calendar involv. 
ing the triat of eleven prisoners. 
Included in the casés was that 
in which Wong Kwong was 
charged with murder in connec. 
Hon with the Victoria Gaol 
sensation, and also that in 
which three men are charged 
with murder in the “ Motor 
Bandit” case. This latter case will 
not ba taken until Monday next. 
The other cases for trial were two 
of assault with intent ta roh, one 
of forgery and one of robhery, 

The case’ taken by 

i ice (Sir William Rees 
Davies. K.C.) was that in which 
Wong Kwong was charged with 
the murder of Warder J. L. Speed 
at Victoria Gaol on December 15.

The liner “Afrique” with 463 
p-ssengers outward bound "for 
vest Africa, hag been ‘sunk 50 
miles westwards of La Rochelle. 
She was putting back to port with 
her, engines disabled, escorted by 
the Hiner “Ceylon” when she struck 
Water immediately’ 
poured in. The boats were launch- 
ed with the greatest of difficulty 
owing to the vessel’s list. The 
“Céylon” rescued 11 from one of. 
the “Afrique’s’* boats and 15,from 
adrifting raft. The Belgian liner 
“Anyersville’ with two tugs is still 
searching for survivors, 

Paris, Jan. 13. 

Owing to interruption of the 
telegraphs the fall list of survivors 
of the Afrique has not yet been 
published, bnt 488 .souls were 
aboard and hitherto thirty are re- 
ported saved. 

The “Afrique’s’ Jast message to 
the “Ceylon” intimated that the 
passengers and crew were taking to 
the boats Thereafter there was 
silence. 

The “Matin” reports that the 
Ceylon has landed a considerable 
number. of passengers saved from 
the Afrique at La Pallice, Some of 
the saved have arrived at Port 
Rochefort. :
